ABSTRACT 

New Jersey preschools which accept handicapped 
children are listed. These fall into two categories: those primarily 
for children with specific problems but also accepting the multiply 
and minimally handicapped; and those primarily for average children 
but also accepting some children with problems requiring special 
help.

The list has been compiled at meetings, by word of mouth, 
and by a direct mail survey covering 550 nursery schools in the 
state. Replies came from 75 nursery schools of which Uii. had a 
program they considered appropriate for perceptually handicapped 
youngsters and 31 stated they had no on-going program as of this 
time, but were interested and wish to be included in mailings. 

This listing includes: 

1) facilities which cater primarily to children with obvious 
specific problems, but which may be appropriate also 

for multiple and minimally handicapped children; 

2) many schools geared primarily to the average child, but 
whj.ch can accept a percentage of children with problems 
requiring special help.
